E\ery min- 
ute the balance wheel turns on ite 
axis 450 times, and 27,000 times in an 
hour. Accepting the year as the tome 
the ordmarj watch will run with oue 
oiling, he finds that if the driver of a 
locomotive v^as as well oiled as a bal- 
ance wheel ot a v\atch, it ought to rim 
60 miles an hour day and night for 
618 days, or well on to two years, with 
one oiling. In that time it would 
traverse a distance equal to nearly four 
times the chciimftrenee of the earth.

out reoiling, he maintains that the 
watchmaker has dei eloped his art to a 
far greater degree than the locomotive 
builder has yet been able to reach 


HUGE KITES TO AID SCIENTISTS. 


A Princeton University Party to Ex- 


plore tlie Famous Dfosaa Cliffs. 
Prof. Vrilham Libby, of Princeton 


university, accompanied, by several sci- 
entists of repute, has begun an explora- 
tion of the faniovrs Mosas cliffs in the 
United States Indian reservation of 
New Mexico. It is expected that the 
task will require many weeks for its 
completion. 


Prof. Libby, who is a geologist and 


an. Arctic explorer, conceived the idea 
of attempting to hn estigate this dis- 
trict 3 ears ago, but no means offered 
itself until William J Eddy, of New 
York, peifeeted his kite machines for 
aerial transportation. 
Mr. Eddy has 


built a contnvance formed of four huge 
kites arranged in a square, four feet 
apart. These kites can be sent up in 
the air to a height of BOO feet. The ap- 
paratus was sent bj express to the 
scene of action and an expert in their 
use sent by Mr, Eddy to fly them, un-

THE MONETARY COMMISSION. 


What has become of Mr. Hanna'a 


Monetary Commissioners 1 They seem 
to be as badly lost as Professor Andree, 
who started in a balloon to find the 
North Pole. It looka very much as if 
one was as visionary and farcical as 
the other. Several expeditions have 
set out to find the North Pole. Some 
returned and others were never heard 
of after they reached the Arctic Circle. 
The Monetary Commission seems to 
have shared tae fate of the latter. 
Since Mr. MoKinley sent his special 
message to Congress at the close of the 
Extraordinary session requesting that 
$100,000 be appropriated to defray the 
expenses of a commission to formulate 
a measure to fasten the gold standard 
permanently on the country nothing 
has been heard of the commission sent 
to Europe by Mr. McKinley to convert 
the money kings of that country to bi- 
metallism. 


As Congress appropriated $100,000 


for the European farce perhaps the 
commissioners hare mado up their 
minds to have a good time at the public 
expense. They know they can accom- 
plish nothing for silver, but as they 
were not expected to, there will be no 
disappointment, and, unless they are 
very extravagant in their expenditures 
the $100,000 ought to last them a year. 


What a farce this European Monetary 


Commission has proved to be. When 
a report reached this country that the 
commission had been accorded a hear- 
ing in France and that there was a pro* 
bability of France sending delegates 
to the proposed monetary conference 
the President let the cat out of the bag 
by asking Congress to provide for the 
appointment of a Monetary Commis- 
sion to place the country on a perma- 
nent gold basis as recommended by the 
Bankers' Conference held atlndianapo- 
lie. Then, if not before, the commis- 
sioners sent to Europe, had their eyes 
opened and became iost to the world. 
Whether the President knows their 
whereabouts or, being in ignorance on 
that point, will order a searching party 
sent to ITurope to hunt them up, re- 
muins to be teen, but there is a greater 
probability of Andree returning fiom 
the North Pole m his balloon than 
there is of Mr. Hanna'a commission 
returning from Europe with any 
surance that the money kings of that 
country, who are adding millions to 
thoir wealth at our expense, will agree 
to any change in our financial system 
that Trill lessen their profits.

The South African colonists hare got 


rid of their lions and elephants, but 
they have not yet been able to get the 
better of the 
baboon. A baboon, 


although somewhat like a dog, has all 
the miscluevousuess of a man. It is 
the ugliest animal in all creation. The 
Boers call him Adonis, and never desig- 
nate him under the official name that 
has been given him by science. 


Ko-yv this creature is the curse of the 


Cape colony, He 
commits depreda- 


tions for the love of the thing. Any im- 
prudent tomcat that ventures ,too far 
away from home is sure to be captured 
and. strangled' for fun, by « baboon. 
Nearly all the Angoras," the choicest 
sMinals imported by the colonists, 
ha\e been, destroyed by these huge 
monkcj'a. Even the dogs share the 
same late. The bravest and most pug- 
nacious of the English canine breeds 
are unable to copo with adversaries, 
armed -with just as powerful jaws, and 
with the immense advantage of having 
foxir hands instead ot four paws. With 
a dexterity that conspicuously exhibits 
his 
surgical 
aptitude the 
baboon 


bleeds his enemy in the throat, and in. 
less than a minute the duel ends in. the 
deatH of tbc dog. 


When the shepherd ia iaway and the 


dog has been disposed of the flock is 
left -without defense. Although the 
baboon usually feeds upon, lizards and 
beetles, he does not despise a 
few 


mouthiuls of imitton, which he devours 
seated on the back of his living victim. 
Unfortunate are the goats and sheep 
that are attacked by these, cynoceph- 
ali. TVhen Adonis finds his appetite 
fully satisfied he enjoys at a little dis- 
tance the contortions of his victim. B.O 
frequently attacks cows, but never at- 
tempts to get into close quarters -with 
a bull. The ostrich, thanks to his ax-> 
traordinary speed, can easily get away 
from the babooi\, but it is very much 
afraid of him, and immediately runs 
oS oa hearing his bark. It is Jjoto- 
worthy that nature has 
given the 


baboon not only the head: of a, dog, but 
also the voice of a dog. All birds that 
are not remarkable for their intelli- 
gence have an insurmountable dread 
of the cynocephalus. 


One of the jn-incipal amusements of 


these big monkeys is to gambol around 
the wire fences that protect the tame 
ostriches just to terrify 
them. The 


panic among them is so great that they 
often break their legs in their wild 
rushes. This is a pastime which the 
monkeys seem to enjoy hugely. It is 
known that a broken leg for an ostrich 
means a death sentence.—BarisHgaro,
